Patrick Murphy, a Florence oil well 


driller, sacrificed his life in the work 
of rescue. After escaping from a burn- 
ing car and dragging two others out to 
safety, he dashed back In seaich of 
other unfortunates.

which he lost his own life, and his body 
was incinerated.

LOSES HIS SLEEP. 


It is alleged that Lively, 
who is 


twenty-five years old. workfed exces- 
sively for .several days past, and had 
been deprived of a great deal of Ms 
natural sleep.

the hours following midnight, listening 
to the roar of a fierce snowstorm, it is 
thought that for a moment he dozed 
and while he slept the train passed his 
station unchecked. 


Whether this be true or not, the fact 


remains that the train did not receive 
the orders which would have averted 
the catastrophe, and the management 


I of the road and the coroner as well will 
make a searching inquiry in cider that 
the responsibility for the disaster may 
be accurately fixed. 


I day, 'and did not himself report for 
duty. Where he went or where he was 
at the time of the collision has not been 
learned. Lively assumed the duties of 
Van Deuzen and was at the station 
and received the order concerning the 
westbound train.

The order was transmitted and Lively 
checked It back. 
He did not know

DISCOVERS MISTAKE. 


In a few minutes the headlight of a 


train coming from Pueblo was seen 
approaching Swallows. 
Lively stepped 


out to deliver the order controlling No. 
3, when, to his horror, he' discovered 
that the oncoming train was No. 15, 
running behind'No. 3. 


The full realization of his negligence 


then burst upon him, and he ran fran- 
tically into the station, grasped the 
key and called Florence. 


Too late, 
however, for No. 1C had 


passed that station 
eastbound, 
and 


there remained no recourse that could 
be resorted to to stop the trains now 
speeding on to destruction. 


Both Lively and Van Deuzen have 


been discharged. 
Railroad men say 


that this result would have followed 
the knowledge of their laxity reaching 
their superiors, whether a wreck had 
resulted or not.

sian Officials. 


ST. PETERSBURG, 
March 
17.— 


There la already evidence that only a 
check and not a defeat has been ad- 
ministered to the reactionists who are 
conducting the anti-Semitic agitation. 
Premier Wltte, after he had forced a 
decision of the cabinet to suppress the 
agitation, knowing the audacity of his 
opponents, took the precaution private- 
ly to ask the Jewish leaders to notify 
him Instantly whenever the Jewish In- 
habitants of any locality were threat- 
ened in order to place him In a position 
to insist that measures be taken to 
protect them. 


The Jewish leaders, however, charge 


that the reactionary clique with the 
connivance of sympathetic local Gov- 
ernor-Generals are boldly arranging to 
block such warnings.' 
The 
leaders 


claim to have proof that orders have 
been given at • several places, specifi- 
cally citing Vitebsk, West Russia, not 
to transmit messages to the Premier 
warning him of the imminence of trou- 


ble. 


It Is further charged, but proof is 


lacking, that this was done with the 
knowledge of Interior Minister Dur- 
novo. 


SUPPORTS CHARGES, 


It has been established that Count 


Podgorlchanla, chief of the 
General 


Dermace, of Gomel, West Russia, who 
armed a mob there, while ostentatious- 
ly dismissed by M. Durnovo, In reality 
•was only transferred to a better posi- 
tion .at Yalta, Crimea. 


In spite of the official denial of the 


shooting of undesirable refugees eent 
back to Russia from England, private 
Information has been obtained tending 
partially to support the charge. 


Many of the refugees were sent to 


Baltic ports, where the authorities are 
showing no mercy to revolutionists, 
despite the Emperor's instructions to 
display greater leniency.

ineffective. 


The approach of the police has been 
signalled In advance to every den and 
dive, with the result that all evidences 
were removed prior to the arrival of 
the officers, and there was nothing left 
to show that gambling had been go- 
Ing on.

The sensational disclosures made In 


connection with the plying of liquor to 
the Httla Costa and Horn girls, and 
the subsequent arrest of "Billy" Gard- 
ner, charged with a dastardly offense, 
have brought- the people of Alameda 
to the realization that below the sur- 
face there exists a sink of Iniquity.

We have no means of knowing the facts concerning the sol- 


vency of either of these institutions, and therefore make no charge 
concerning the matter. The public can afford to await the legal 
conclusions which are about to be tried, but it is well known that 
the Pacific Mutual was a solvent institution, doing a good business, 
being established in the confidence of the public, and that therefore 
it could by no possibility gain anything by a merger with an obscure 
life insurance company, still in the incipient stages of growth. Such 
a merger would benefit the obscure corporation, and since the benefit 
would be necessarily unilateral it \\ould work an injury to the policy 
holders of the more solvent concern. 


The exposures of the mal-administration of the New York life 


insurance companies have exerted a very deleterious influence upon 
the business of all life insurance corporations. But a perfectly sol- 
vent institution has nothing to fear. The presumption therefore 
attends the situation that the Pacific 
Mutual, being entrenched 


behind the confidence of its policy holders and the public generally, 
^jvas not the party which sought the merger. The fact that 
the 


stock of the Pacific Mutual was purchased by the stockholders of 
the Conservative Life indicates unerringly the source of the sug- 
gested merger. All these considerations are attended by the un- 
comfortable suggestion that there is a sense in which the confidence 
of the policy holders is abused by the officers and the stockholders 
of that concern. It will be a matter of pronounced congratulation, 


- however, if the pending suits shall determine the facts to be other-

AN ABUSE OF JUDICIAL POWER. 


Some time ago a certain Judge Holdom of Chicago sentenced 


the president of the Typographical Union and another printer to 
serve thirty days for a violation of ru's injunction. It was charged 
in a rabid paper there that the Judge ordered the mittimus issued 
and then gave it to the attorney for the Typothetae to hold as he 
desired, so that he could jail the printers when he wished, the 
evident purpose being not .to enforce the judgment until the time 
for taking an appeal had passed, when the printers were arrested 
and jailed under instructions from Mr. Penny, 
the 
Typothetae 


lawyer who held the mittimus. Now there is no hope save in the 
labeas corpus proceedings, the success of which will depend solely 
upon the question of Judge Holdom's jurisdiction to punish for 
contempt. 


Again, the same paper charged that Judge Holdom had these 


printers before him on a charge of committing acts which 
are 


criminal, and punished them for contempt of court therein, sending 
them to jail when it suited the will of the Typothetae, giving that 
body an opportunity to hold the mittimus until the right to appeal 
riad lapsed. 


The Bee could not credit that any Judge would do such an 


infamous thing. It put the charges in the shrieking editorial down 
to a wilful perversion of the elemental facts. To make sure, how- 
,ver, it had inquiry presented to a reliable journalist of Chicago, a 
man of intelligence as well as of great ability, and he has written 
back to the effect that the statements were and are true. 


A man like Judge Holdom is unfit to preside in any court in 


any land at this hour of enlightenment, of civilization, of freedom of 
speech and of action, of judicial common sense.—Sacramento Bee. 


A SAMPLE OF DEMOCRATIC ACCORD. 


The San Francisco papers announce with 
a great spread of 


headlines that the Guggenheim smelting trust will erect large copper 
reduction works at Point San Bruno. That announcement 
was 


authoritatively made in THE TRIBUNE three weeks ago.

San Francisco papers were then discussing the probability of the 
Selby Smelting Works, which are owned by the Guggenheim com- 
bination, being moved to some other location. At that time Alfred 
von der Ropp, general manager of the Selby works, stated that the 
rumored removal had grown out of the fact that search had been 
made for a suitable location for large copper reduction works, 
which he said had been finally found at Point San Bruno. As an

pointed out that the plant was being enlarged and improved at a 
cost of $150,000. Nevertheless, the San Francisco papers continued 
to speculate regarding the plans of the Guggenheims. Having 
finally guessed themselves out, they make a great spread on news 
printed by THE TRIBUNE three weeks ago. 


A Watered=Stock Argument 


The Stockton Mail makes the point that government owner- 


ship of the railroads would stop 
stock-watering. 
The 
evil of 


stock-watering can be more easily stopped in some other way. 
In 


his last biennial message, President Roosevelt called upon Congress 
to enact laws to correct vicious financial methods on the part of cor- 
porations. The necessity for such laws is no argument in favor of 
the government owning and operating the railroads of the country. 


The gradual acquirement by the government of the railroads, 


suggested by the Mail, is not a feasible proposition. The govern- 
ment cannot undertake to regulate rates and control the conditions 
of traffic for railroads with whom it is competing. 
The obvious 


unfairness of such a proceeding calls for no debate. 


The'suggestion that the government build competing lines in 


case the companies owning the railroads do not consent to sell them 
for whatever persons like the Mail editor may see fit to offer them 
is untenable. Such' roads would be at a tremendous disadvantage 
in competing with the ramified and perfected systems already built 
and in successful operation. The proceeds of public taxation would 
be thrown into a bottomless rathole in a cut-throat'warfare which 
•would demoralize existing trade conditions and threaten with ulti- 
mate bankruptcy the largest vested interest in the country. A rate 
contest between the government and the railroads would inevitably 
produce a panic the like of which the world has never known, which 
\vould shake to its foundations, it it did not destroy, the national 
credit. 


Our Stockton contemporary argues like a child. Taking its 


own bald assertions as facts for a premise, it plunges jauntily into 
schemes' of which it has not the faintest conception. It speaks of 
the ability of the goi'ernment T> borrow money cheaply, never con- 
sidering the fact that onr cr, 
is high because our indebtedness 


is small and our assets large 
Let the government attempt to bor- 


row thousands of millions to go into the railroad business and see 
how quick the rates of interest will go up and the demand for 
national securities fall? 
If the government should encounter com- 


petition and rate cutting it is difficult to imagine where the 
.depreciation \\ould stop. 


If government ownership is to be inaugurated the only way to 


do it is to take over all the railroads as they 
stand 
as nearly 


fimultaneously as possible, so that there may be no financial or 
industrial disarrangement. 
A piecemeal beginning will 
entail 


financial and political struggles of a demoralizing character and 
indefinite duration. We cannot begin making bacon of a hog by 
frst cutting off his ears and tail and then carving out a ham or a 
shoulder. \Ve must go the whole hog or none. 


Still we arc gratified to note that the Mail is mending its man- 


ners, eveu if it is not clarifying its Ideas. May it continue to

DEMANDS ABOLISHING OF 


HIGH SCHOOL FOOTBALL 


CHICAGO, 
March 
17.—President 


James Burrlll Angell of the University 
of Michigan last night explained In 
detail his ideas concerning the evils 
of football. He spoko on the subject 
at the annual banquet of the Chicago 
Association of Michigan Alumni. 


• Football In the high schools all over 
th« 
country, 
Professor Angell said, 


should 
be abolished. 
On the other 


hand he prophesied a new life for the 
game in the universities as a result of 
the recent reforms attained by rep- 
resentatives of the Western confer- 
ence Institutions. 
"The great trouble connected 
with 
football 
now, as always, is In the 
high school game," 
said 
President 
Angell. "High school football should 
be abolished everywhere, because It is 
In these preparatory schools that the 
great evils of the sport are found. Tet 
we must admit that aome embarrass- 
ment has come to all of us. So ab- 
normal had the game become 
when 
chaoses first were suggested that It 
made serious Inroads on the work of 
students' during the first twelve -weeks 
of school. 
"The public has come to consider 
that the first twelve weeks of college verslty life." 


were for football, with an occasional 
lapse for Intellectual purposes. Other 
objections to the game had corne.along 
with this. The pains which were taken 
to gather members of the team from 
all, over the country, the training of 
the men for gladiators, and the mak- 
ing of the ga.me a great spectacle 
for, 
thousands 
of people had been 


frowned upon justly. 


"Tho game came to have a different 


purpose than that of recreation and 
healthful strife. The boys in school 
were becoming Infected with a wrong 
Idea of what college life really stood 
for.

The great Bums of money In- 
volved in carrying on tho game were 
a peril to the students, because there 
came the fight for the coaches. 


• "Every university wanted the best 
coach 
and fabulous sums of money 


were paid for the purpose of obtain- 
ing this end. In the East some coach- 
es are paid more than the members 
of President Roosevelt's Cabinet or 
the Justices of the Supreme Court 
"We must admit that some sort of 
a change was necessary. That Is why 
we 
called the conference—to make 


football a healthful sport for the stu- 
dents living in a normal state in unl-

House is repeating his efforts to prevent 
the construction of a collier at 
Mare 


Island navy yard which was ordered by 
Congress two years ago. A hearing was

from the government yard and giving It 
to private contractors.

PRESS NEWS. 
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How They Run the 


Government Across 


the Bay. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 17.—Our new scheme of 


municipal government is at last beginning to show its cloven 
hoof 
There has, up to now, been &ome semblance of keeping 


straight with the people, but it begins to look very much as if 
it had been decided to throw off the mask and let things come 
and go as the bribe-givers decide. 


When the people of San Francisco read that the bill ot 


Yorke & Company for repairing the streets had been paid, 
many began to take stock in the charge that the Supervisors in- 
tended to graft right down the line. 
There never was any 


doubt in the mind of anybody conversant with the subject that 
the bill of Yorke & Company was excessive. Of course there 
was some small politics in holding tip that bill, because charges 
quite as crooked had been permitted to go through without ques- 
tion. But once the question had been raised against the account 
of Yorke & Company it was very easily determined that the 
company had not given the service in repairing the streets that 
it charged for. So the old Board of Supervisors refused to pay 
the bill. 
. * 


Of course, something was due to the company, for it had 


done some work. But the present haphazard board has paid 
the whole thing without any question and in consequence it lias 
authorized a steal.

As a matter of fact, some of the increases in values in real 


estate in San Francisco have been far ahead of anything that 
Los Angeles has ever known. Mose Gunst bought the corner of 
Geary and Powell streets, just across from the St. Francis, for 
$80.000 only a few years ago and the property is now worth 
$800.000. The old Trinity Church property at Post and Powell 
streets was offered to the Bohemian Club for $85,000 and is now 
worth considerably over $1,000,000. Our friend W. J. Dingee 
bought the old Maison Riche property at Geary street and 
Grant avenue for $250,000 and turned it over a year later for 
$350,000, thinking he had made a fairly good turn in real 
estate. Now $800,000 has been offered for the same property. 
The other day the men of the Starr estate bought the Keyes 
Building, which is on an L lot, with frontages on O'Farrell and 
Stockton streets, and before they could have the abstract of title 
examined they transferred the property for a clean profit of 
$70,000, their entire cash Investment in the matter not having , 
been over $20,000. This is the way the boom is going on in San 
Francisco, but nobody seems to brag about it or bother about 
it. Thousands of people are coming in every week, but the 
growth is taken for granted. It is the village that has to boast 
about its boom. The city accepts such things as a matter of 
course, and San Francisco has become a great city. ^ • %•>
